Saeh a' situation aaanu so ra- 
mote from anything that would be 
possible today! So wa are In tbe 
habit of saying, but it is not an im- 
possibility. 

Only a short time ago a woman was 
tried for witchcraft in a court of law 
In south Pennsylvania. That was not 
the nanxi u«ed In the charge that was 
brought against her, but that was the 
accusation that was lodged In the 
minds of every one who was lntcrt>8t- 
ed In the case, which was tried In a 
region su thoroughly saturated with 
traditional superatitlon that not even 
tbe present prosperity and general ed- 
ucation caa doatroy theoi. Technically 
tha woman was ooavlctod of obtaining 
money undar false prataasas, but ac- 
toally aha waa ooaviotad of being a 
witch— a "has" doctor who "pow- 
wowed." 

In the home of a prominent lawyer 
In Camden couifty tbiTe Is a liolc In 
the post of u nialioguny bedeti-.Td lllled 
with Halt which witni smH to lils bi*lu'f 
In \vitclicr.'»ft. At one time lie prose- 
cuted a case iigainst an old woman 
who, when convicted and tined. left 
the court muttering iaoaatattoas and 
vowing vengeance. 

That night the lawyer was suddenly 
attacked with violent pal as in tbe 
head.

I. A Caiitloni V. M. Oa aaothar oo- 
caaion, John 0:16, Jesus rahnkad tha 
multitude which followad him. This 
multitude wbo pressed about him did 
not realise what was involved in a 
true following. They were influenced 
by the psychology of tbe crowd, and 
did not count the cost. Jesus does not 
mean that our diwclpleship will lessen 
our love for our kin (Eph. .^:2.^, 28-31; 
0:1-4), but as compared with our love 
for him It Is aversion. See Matt. 
10:^.7; I'hil. 3:7, 8; Ps. 73:2G. 20. Aver- 
sion Is to turn aside, and the Master 
told us that those who shall turn aside 
thus ahali bave an abundant reward, 
see Mark 10:28-30. Jesus Christ must 
be supreme in a Chrlsuin's affections. 
He who freely gave bis own self ( Joha 
S:16, PhU. 1:8) has a right to demand 
a Uka devotion to himself, and as 
men have approached nearest to auch 
a consecration he has exalted ' them. 
The Croaa means the shame, sorrow, 
pain and death of self atid all that lies 
in thu pathway of loyalty and devo- 
tion to him. II Tim. 2:12, Acts 14:22 
Our cross i.s that iiarllculiir thing 
which crosses the path into which tlnd 
Is calling us. To avoid It that w e may 
escape the shame Is to be disloyal to 
him, "therefore ... he cannot be 
my disciple." This frequently costs 
much, but has an abuadant reward, 
John 12:16. 

II. A Challange, w. 27-32. (1) Tha 
Instruction, v. 27. As if to make this 
caution more solemn, Jesus sets be- 
fore the multitude the manner of his 
approaching death and the condition 
of dlsclpleshlp He here lays down 
the lirLt declaration of the severe 
terms of di^icipl^'shlp, but <'xplalii3 
the meaning of his words. There is a 
new meaning of thla passage sug- 
gested by the Uevised Version of v. 
33, "so likewise" Is rendered, "so 
therefore." Our Lord doea certainly 
insist that those who build a tower or 
conduct a war must count tbe oost: so. 
likewise, they who follow him. But 
by this change the opposite thought ia 
suggested, vis., that those who follow 
him must do so whatever the cost may 
be. (2) the llluatratlena. (a) Tbe 
builder of a tower, vv. 29. 30. and (b) 
The King at war, vv. 31, 32. Too often 
we present to men what Is to be gained 
by {"hrlstlan disci|)levdiip. The gain 
does outweigh the cost, tint as wise 
builders »<■ luiisl presi nt tbe cost side 
of the Ir-m-ai til n The ni;in who 
bulld.^ the tower is nlll^ter of his own 
enterprise and the king need take coun- 
sel but of himself. Our Lord as the 
Master Builder and tbe grent King can 
build his towers or conduct bis cam- 
paigns only through workers and sol- 
diers upon whom he can depend abao- 
lutely. Thla throws light oa the eon- 
neetlng "therefore" of verse S8. 

Homely Illustrations. 

III. The Conclusion, vv. 33-35. We 
have already Indicated the conclusion 
towards which Jesus waa leading with 
tarriflo logic, and by looking kack to 
the first verse of the lesson we sea 
what It was be was seeking to Impresa 
upon the minds of tha though tlesa 
raulUtude. Again the Maater uses 
one of thoae homely llluatrations 
gathered from the common experi- 
ences of life which he*ampIoyed so 
frequently to amplify or to drive home 
:i i:ieat truth. There must be (|uality 
as well as devotion to this disci|)le- 
shlp. Salt preserves from corrupt ion. 
seasons Insipidity, freshens and sweel- 
ei» These qualities are referred to 
abnnduntly by Scriptural writers. Bait 
ia highly prized in the E»Bt. Tbe 
natural man Is presented also as be- 
ing corrupt, Oen. 6:11; 8:21; Ps. 14:2, 
3; Bpb. t:M. The remedy for thla la 
the active presence of hia disciples 
among their ^fellows. The true dis- 
ciple is Ilka salt witV a good savor. 
On the other band, aalt that has lost 
its aavor la not even fit for a dung- 
hill, but is thrown out and trodden un- 
der foot of men. So our Lord seta 
aside tliat disciple of his who has lost 
his usefulness. This expresses our 
Lord's contempt and scorn of those 
who lack, not merely a certain kind 
of character, but those whose profes- 
sion and appearance would Indicate a 
better expectation. Ears are made 
that. wo may hear; happy is that man 
who has learned to listen to Jesus. 

This Isssoa pre t sato the severity 
of the clalnw of Jmus. Irrasistlbly he 
drew the multitudes to himself. Wl^ 
ness the crowd following him aa ka 
leaves tha house of the ruler. But he 
paused and by his teaching sifted 
them, and seenilngty made it difficult 
to follow hlni. Those who would fol- 
low uiuHt forsake all, and renounce all, 
even the tenderest of human tiet. yea. 
even life itself must not be counted of 
value. There must be absolute un- 
quatltled loyalty. To bear a cross is 
to renounce ease and rights In tbe In- 
terest of others. Tbe disciple must 
empty himself and enter the life of 
fellowship aad suffering with his Mas- 
ter in bis work of redeeming men aad 
esUbllshing the Kingdom.^ 



SOIL FERTILITY WITHOUT STOCK IS 
POSSIBLE THROUGH CROP ROTATION 



When Residues are Returned to Land Promptly and Legumes 
SluM WHh Nature in Fair Proportlois Produetivity 
Can be NIalntairted Willi Com|Mrltiv« Eaee

Oanerally tka most prefltabla type 
of farming for Kentucky is one in 
which part of the farm crops are sold 
for cash and part fed to stock. Wheat 
and tobacco are tbe ordinary cash 
cropi, while corn, kay» aad eats are 
the crops fed. Ry feeding these prod- 
ucts, the farmer has usually been able 
to secure a little better pratft tbaa If 
he sold them. for oaah. 

With the high prices which com and 
hay bava bdba briaglag during the last 
few yaars. however, the profits from 
feeding stock have been rather small. 
In some cases, the only gain has been 
ia the value pf the manure tieciired. 

It Is very true that a large percent- 
age of the farm lands of Kentucky 
can not be proltahly farmed without 
live stock. Such Is the ca^e with prac- 
tically all hilly lands. Increased profits 
from these lands will come oaly when 
more of the area Is kept In grass and 
tuwar acres cuHlvatod. Tha preven- 
tion of erosion when hill lands are cul- 
tivated Is nearly Impossible, and ero- 
sion means such rajtid loss of plant 
food that fertility can not be profltably 
maintained. 

Fertility Without Stock. 

Animal manures always have played 
an Important part in malntalnlnft pro- 
ductiveness, and this has led to the be- 
lief held liy many farmers that fertil- 
ity can not be maintained without 
them. This brings up the question as 
to whether this is true or not Muat 
the farmer teed stock for the sake of 
tha manure, even If ha nukes no profit 
otherwise, or caa ha darisa a system 
of farming where fertlUtjr ean be main- 
Uined without animal manurea? If 
this can be done, there are doubtless 
many men w ho «ould keep little stock, 
even if they could not realize quite as 
much profit from their farms. Stock 
farmliii; re(|ulre<4 more capital than 
grain farming, not only because of the 
value of tbe stock, bnt.beoause more 
buildings and fences ara required. In 
additloa, soma man find no irtaasure In 
ralstag stock and the enforced eonflna- 
ment to the farm, that the care of 
stock necssltates. is irksome and un- 
pleasant to them. Before trying to 
answer these questions It will be well 
to consider briefly some of the prin- 
ciples of soil fertility in order to learn 
what the chief functions of manure 
are, so we can decide as to Its neces- 
sity in the maintenance of fertility. 

Soils originally fartlle baooma aa- 
productive usually because nitrogen, 
phosphorus, calcium, potassium or or- 
ganic matter become deficient. The 
nitrogen of the soil Is practically all 
contained in the organic matter, and 
a deficiency of organic matter usually 
accompanies a deficiency of nitrogen. 
Organic matter furnishes nitrogen, im- 
proves the physical condition of soils, 
gives them greater water-holding ca- 
pacity, and causes other elements of 
plant food to become available more 
rapidly. It is perhaps the most im- 
portant constituent of evei'y fertile 
soil. The supply can bo maintained 
only by returning p:irt of the phuit 
growth to tlie roil, either as animal 
manure or in other formj. 

Potassium is a niiuera! element, and 
nearly all Kentucky soils contain 
enough for all crop requiremente- 
Where organic matter Is deficient, po- 
tassium may not become available 
rapidly enough for plant uae. The 
remedy Is to increase the amount of 
organic matter. 

Phosphorous and Calcium. 

Phosphorous is another mineral ale> 
ment. In the Blue-graas suction the 
solla oonUin auflleient for present 
plant requirements, and probably 
eiio;ji;h to la.'^t for many ye.irs. .\11 tho 




lands of tha sUtai with tbe axceptioi^ 
of thla area, eoatala ratetlvMy small 
amounU of tklu alanaat. so that a few 
crops rsduee tka supply to a point 
where planU eaa aot secure enough 
for their needs. To maintain a suffi- 
cient supply It Is necessary to use com- 
mercial phosphorous In sonio form, 
for it Is evident that the manure pro- 
duced on any farm can not maintain 
tbe supply on land naturally deflcieat 
in this element. 

Calcium is also a mineral element 
of plant food. Bolls seldom lack suffl- 
deat for this purposa, hot la addition 
to Ita fuBctioB as plant food, caldnm 
carbonate or limesiona, a calcium com- 
pound, is capable of neutralising acids 
which form In the soil. When a soil 
becomes acid clover and other legumes 
fall to prow well, if ut .111. Legume 
crops are absolutely necessary In any 
system of farming to maintain the 
nitrogen supply. There are not many 
soils in tbe state where tha addition 
of Ilmaatone would not prova bona- 
ficlaL iDlther ground limestone or llmt 
may be used. The need for limestone 
can not be supplied by manure. 

We may roachiile from the above 
HtatementB that most of the bcneflt 
from animal manures is due to the icl 
that they supply humus and nltii,.4eii, 
and that if an efflcient method of sup- 
plying these in some other way could 
be found, we could malnUia fertility 
without manure. 

If In grain farming all erop residues, 
such aa straw, oomstalks, etc., are re- 
tamed to the land, wa will add nearly 
as mach organic matter as if all cropi 
were fed and the manure returned 
This is due to the fact that over one 
I half the organii' niattei of feeds do 
stroyed by th(; animal body, 
i The nitrogen nupply is with mors 
difflcully maint.iined, but by growing 
tbe legume crops of tbe rotation pri 
marily for their seeds, and by growing 
lagume catch-crops as often as poa 
slblob wa caa be Independent of ma- 
nure even to supply nitrogen. Dr. Hop- 
kins, of tha University of Illinois, who 
was the first to paint out the possibil- 
ities of grain farming, says that fertil- 
ity is more easily tialntained In grain 
farming than where stock Is kept. 
Systems ef Rotation. 

The following systems of roUtion 
ara a few of many which can be adapt- 
I ed to the use of the grain farmer. 
First year wheat with clover sown in 
wheat. Second year, corn or tobacco, 
with cowpeas sown between rows at 
last cultivation. Third year, wheat or 
oats with clover. Kourth year, clover. 
The first crop of clover Is to be cut 
and left on the ground, and the second 
crop cut for seed. 

First year, oom or tobacco; second 
year, soy beans or cowpess; third 
year wheat; fourth year, clover. Only 
the seeds of the clover, peas, or beans 
are to lie sold. A two year rotation ol 
tlrst-year wheat and second-year clovi r 
can bo followed and the clover crop 
niad;< into hay. Continuous growing 
of alfair.i may be practiced and the 
soil will Increase in humus and nitro- 
gen contei^. Or. if desired, clover may 
be grown continuously by reseediug 
after the first crop Is removed. 

The farmer following grafn farming 
should remember that roUtion with 
legumes will not maintain the nitrogen 
supply if thi' legume crops are all sold 
At least part of the growth must be 
plowed iiiulcr, as provided for In ths 
above riitaiiiiii systems. .Mso that 
crop re^i(llles ipufI be promptly return- 
ed to the lai'd and carefully dls 
trlbuted. By keeping in mind tbes* 
most important facU he should hav« 
no diflleulty in maintaining fertility, II 
no stock except the work animals li 
kept.

WINTER CHURNING 



(T. R. Bryant, Suparlntendent Agricul- 
tural Extension, Kantueky Experi- 
ment sution.)- 

A few common dllTlcultlcs that many 
are perhaps experiencing in churning 
at tkis seaaaa auy malM tka following 
suggestions of interest 

Under ordinary farm conditions the 
cream is saved from several milklngs 
and this state of affairs must be han- 
dled very carefully, not to bring on 
such difficulties aa bad flavor In the 
butter, difficult ekumlng. etc. In the 
first place It is essential that scrupu- 
lous cleanllnoss of utensils, etc.. be 
bad. It Is desirable that tho bacterial 
growth In the cream chould not pro- 
ceed to any considerablo extent until 
the rli)€nlng process to which the ac- 
cumulated mess as a whole should be 
subjected. In the second place keep 
the mass sweet until ripening time a 
cool plaoa abould ba provided. Where 
Ice Is not abaadaat thla caa best be 
aeoompUshad by putting tha oream Ui 
a tall narrow eaa aad Immartlac la 
cold water. Tbe cream oab ba ripaa* 
ed by being kept at a tamparatara of 
about <8 degrees for 8 or 10 hours. 
During this period tbe cream should 
be stirred frequently. 

Sometimes cream foams when we 
feel that tbe butter should be coming. 



This is almost exasperating at times. 
The cause is probably one of the fot 
lowing tbree: First, tha cream may 
be too thin. The suspended fat glob- 
ules are too widely scattered to be 
easily struck together and make to 
stick. The cream should contain from 
25 to 30 per cent of butter f.it, which, 
by the way, Is much thicker than the 
avcr.ij:e farm cream. Second, th« 
creatn may be too cold. In winter th« 
cream should ordinarily be about 60 
to 62 degrees to get the best resulta 
Higher temperatures are Uabla U 
make the butter too ally. 

ButtermaUng without a dairy tker 
mometer la tbe worst sort of guesa 
^rk. Tbls simple inatrumant ean b« 
had for cants at almost any drua 
store. 

Third, butter fat Is composed of sev- 
eral different fats, varying In degreei 
of hardiu>8a. A liberal supply of gre^n 
or Buci iilcnt feed tends to Increase th« 
proportion of i-.ofter fats, but when thf 
cow ia given only dry feeds, the re- 
verse is true. Succulent food may 
best be provided in sllaKo, root cropi 
or winter pastures, such aa rye, etc. 

The right kind of cream, churned al 
tha right temperature, should yield 
tha butter la M to 40 minutes. Buttei 
churned la a shortor time Is liable to 
have bean over warmad, too harshly 
churned or by other means rendered 
inferior. Cream should ba churned 
in a hollow churn, i. e., devoid of daah 
ers, and should not be over halt fi^ed
